In  our  efforts  lo  accommodate  thosp  who  de- 
pend on  the  city  transit  system,  we  have  often  been 
forced  to  double-park  buses  and  earn-  on  with  load- 
ing nnd  unloading  in  trnffic  lanes,  to  the  disapproval 
of  City  Police.  As  a group  of  professional  drivers 
holding  Class  "A  * Licenses,  we  are  opposed  to  acting 
contrary  to  traffic  regulations  in  this  way. 

We  strongly  feel  that  double-parking  should 
not  tie  practised  by  drivers  of  vehieles  carrying 
human  beings,  particularly  older  persons  and  little 
children.  It  is  obvious  that  the  situation  lends  itself 
to  the  creation  of  an  accident,  possibly  a fatal  one. 
with  the  subsequent  heartbreak  to  ihe  family  of 
the  injured  person  not  to  mention  the  lawsuit,  which 
might  involve  the  driver  and  the  company. 

Our  problem  has  been  dealt  with  at  several  meet- 
ings with  R.C.  Electric  officials  and  with  the  Public 
Works  Committee  of  the  City  Council  at  which  the 
Police  Dept,  was  represented.  The  outcome  of  these 
meetings  provided  only  for  further  parking  areas 
designated  as  truck  loading  zones.  These  are  also 
becoming  crowded,  often  forcing  truck  drivers  into 
bus  zones.

The  Victoria  By-Election 


IN  our  view  the  Victoria  by-election. 

ending  Tuesday.  marks  the'  nadir  of 
political  expression  in  British  Columbia, 
a descent  to  sheer  hysteria  in  what  should 
have  been  the  responsible  representation 
of  the  issues  of  the  day.  For  vilification, 
distortion  of  the  public  record,  equivoca- 
tion, attacks  on  the  very  institutions  of 
democracy  and  the  freedom  of  the  press, 
as  well  as  for  downright,  unronrealed 
malice  we  have  not  before  seen  its  like. 

If  is  no  credit  whatever  to  the  admini- 
stration in  office  or  to  its  political  oppo- 
nents that  this  should  have  been  so..  As 
a guide  or  enlightenment  to  the  electors 
of  the  senior  constituency  and  capital  city 
of  the  province  the  character  of  the  cam- 
paign has  been  a disquieting  revelation,  a 
return  to  the  slanging-match  which  made 
of  the  last  general  election  a travesty  of 
parliamentary  forms, 

In  the  beginning  the  issue  was  simple 
enough.  Two  cabinet  ministers  were 
defeated  in  the  general  election,  while  the 
government  was  returned  with  a working 
majority  in  the  new  legislature.  One  of 
the  ministers  was  dving.  and  had  the 
government  proceeded  with  two  hy -elec- 
tions then  it  could  have  been  charged  with 
inhuman  callousness  Rightly,  it  deferred 
the  by-elections  and  I old  the  circumstances 
to  the  opposition  leaders  and  whips  in  the 
House.  The  government  also  waited  for  a 
reasonable  interval  after  the  death  of  the 
former  Minister  of  Kducafion  t>efnrc 
opening  the  Victoria  seat.  Its  declared 
object  was  to  find  a place  for  the  Minister 
of  Finance  on  the  floor  of  the  House 
where  he  could  conduct  his  estimates  and 
explain  the  fiscal  measures  of  the  regime. 

Opposition  parties  do  not  pick  cabinets: 
that  is  the  prerogative  of  a premier.  Mr. 
Bennett  acted  correctly  in  postponing  the 
remaining  bv-eloction.  and  was  within  his 
right  in  asking  if  opposition  group**  would 
allow  the  Minister  of  Finance  to  stand  for 
election  unopposed  on  the  express  condi- 


tion that  the  government  agreed  the 
amnesty  involved  no  endorsement  of  its 
policies.  There  was  ample  precedent  for 
that,  favoring  both  Liberals  and  Conserva- 
tives in  the  past. 

We  agreed  with  Premier  Bennptt’s 
suggestion  on  this  point  in  view  of  the 
no-mandate  pledge,  although  still  in  stated 
disagreement  with  the  fiscal  and  some 
other  main  policies  of  the  administration. 
In  particular,  this  paper  had  taken  express 
exception  to  the  new  municipal  and  school 
financing  schemes,  to  fresh  taxation  on 
primary  production,  liquor  and  machinery, 
and  evasion  over  the  hospital  insurance 
law.  We  understood  that  the  Premier 
was  asking  for  a political  favor  which  the 
opposition  could  as  easilv  refuse  In  our 
minds,  however,  was  the  thought  that 
assent  would  have  been  the  simplest  apd 
surej-t  way  of  containing  the  new  regime 
without  endorsing  wholly  contentious  poli- 
cies. But  the  government's  request  was 
declined,  and  the  conflict  was  on. 

In  the  light  of  what  has  transpired 
since,  there  was  certainly  little  course  left 
open  to  the  opposition  groups  hut  to  con- 
tend against  the  administration  right 
through  the  piece.  This  decision  was  per- 
haps inevitable  anyway  in  the  sharp  tem- 
per of  the  times.  Even  then,  however, 
political  issues  could  have  been  argued 
sensibly  without  the  bitterness  and  ill  will 
which  on  too  many  sides  have  disgraced 
the  contest  This  by-election  has  carried 
politics  in  British  Columbia  to  a new  low. 
When  the  electors  go  to  the  polls  on  Tues- 
day thev  will  find  themselves  on  the  horns 
of  the  dilemma  where  pom*  political  gen- 
eralship has  placed  them.  They  can  either 
endorse  the  candidate  of  a government 
which  has  not  earned  any  fresh  mandate: 
or  they  can  elect  a member  of  one  or  other 
of  the  opposition  groups,  which  would  tint 
alter  the  effective  operation  of  the  legis- 
lature. 

We  can  find  no  comfort  for  Victoria 
in  this  situation. 


Let’s  Get  Together  Sometime 


FROM  the  contradictory  statements 
coming  from  different  offices  of  the 
Dominion  government  it  is  becoming  hard 
to  know  what  to  believe  about  anything. 
For  example,  when  the  departments  of 
labor  and  defense  production  separately 
discuss  Canada’s  labor  supply  situation 
they  give  the  impression  of  talking  about 
two  different  countries. 

Recently  the  federal  labor  department 
Announced  that  "Canada’s  manpower 
reserves  are  adequate  to  meet  the  needs 
of  the  defense  program,  of  resources 
development  and  expanding  civilian  pro- 
duction.’’  Whoever  composed  that  state- 
ment must  have  done  so  without  checking 
the  facts  with  other  branches  of  the 
government.  Nor.  apparently,  did  he  read 
what  tlie  deputy  minister  of  defense 
production.  Mr.  R M Brophy.  had  said 
a short  time  before  on  the  same  subject. 
Addressing  a Toronto  audience,  Mr. 


Rrophv  stated  that  although  the  defense 
program  was  taking  only  ti  per  rent  of 
Canada’s  production,  it  was  placing  a 
strain  on  the  supply  of  technical  person- 
nel. "If  we  are  feeling  the  pinch  now  in 
a program  of  this  step."  he  said,  "I  wonder 
what  we  would  do  in  an  all-out  emer- 
gency.” As  to  the  labor  situation  in 
general,  it  is  interesting  to  note  that  on 
the  day  the  labor  department’s  reassuring 
announcement  appeared  the  Toronto  Globe 
and  Mail  took  a look  at  its  classified 
advertisement  section  and  found  there  two 
full  naecs  of  “Help  Wanted"  notices. 

If  the  labor  department  really  has 
adequate  manpower  reserves  if  must  have 
squirreled  them  away  somewhere  out  of 
sight  of  its  partner  department.  Wouldn’t 
it  be  a good  idea  for  someone  to  introduce 
these  two  departments  to  one  another  and 
explain  to  them  that  they  are  supposed 
to  lie  playing  on  the  same  team?

So  T learn  from  a recent  copy  of 
The  London  Times,  whose  special 
correspondent  accompanied  the  Ever- 
est expedition  and  braved  Its  many 
perils  up  lo  a 22.000- foot  base  camp 
level.  It  was  to  there,  on  May  31. 
that  the  assault  party  returned  with 
details  of  their  great  May  29  success. 
The  correspondent  set  off  down- 
wards Immediately,  with  one  of  the 
climbers  as  a guide. 

With  his  help  he  descended  the 
long  tortuous  slopes,  Including  pass- 
age down  the  awesome  1.000-foot 
befall,  one  of  the  biggest  hazards  of 
the  whole  Everest  climb,  and  reached 
the  base  camp  after  dark.  There  he 
typed  out  a code  message  which  a 

runner  took  to  the  small  wireless 

station  at  Namche.  From  there  It 

was  flashed  to  Katmandu,  whence  It 
was  sent  via  the  British  Embassy  to 
the  Foreign  Office  in  London. 

The  editorial  board  of  The  Times 
were  In  solemn  conference  on  the 
afternoon  of  June  1 when  a telephone 
message  from  Whitehall  brought  the 
new*:  '‘Everest  climbed  Hillary  Ten- 
zing twenty-ninth  all  well.” 

* * * 

The  speed  of  the  transmission 
astounded  the  mountaineers  them- 
selves Sir  John  Hunt,  leader  of  the 
expedition,  tells  in  The  Times  how 
after  supper  on  June  2.  still  halfway 
up  Mount  Everest,  they  turned  on  the 
radio  to  hear  the  Coronation  new*. 
He  had  earlier  given  up  hope  of  con- 
quering Everest  in  time  for  the  Cor- 
onation. and  although  that  had  been 
accomplished  he  hadn't  imagined 
The  Times  correspondent  could  pos- 
sibly get  the  nows  home  to  London 
so  quickly.  . 

The  climbers  llslenrd  in  growing 
wonder  as  the  radio  told  nf  their 
success,  of  the  congratulatory  tele- 
grams awaiting  them  at  Katmandu, 
of  the  cheers  of  the  Coronation 
crowds  when  the  Everest  new*  was 
given  them  over  loud  speakers,  and 
so  on. 

"It  all  sounded  like  a fairy  tale.'* 
relates  Sir  John  Until. 

Two  days  before  the  story  had 
seemed  as  though  it  were  a tragic 
disappointment.  Hunt  and  others 
were  sitting  In  deep  suspense  at  the 
advance  base  ramp  high  up  the 
mountain.  Hillary  and  Tenzing,  they 
knew,  were  making  the  final  attempt 
to  leach  the  summit.  Three  others  of 
a supporting  group  were  up  there 
too.  watting  to  succor  ihe  assault 
team  on  their  way  back. 

A signal  had  hren  arranged.  Sleep- 
ing hags  placed  In  a certain  position 
on  the  mountainside  would  let  Hunt 
know  If  the  result  were  sucre**  or 
failure.  Binocular*  were  strained  at 
the  snow  . lad  slope*.  No  signal. 

* * * 

Next  fnorning  tiny  figures  were  ob- 
served moving  slowly  downward*. 
One.  two.  three,  four.  five.  At  least 
the  whole  party  were  safe. 

The  figure*  grew  in  si/e  until  they 
were  only  50O  yard*  from  the  Hunt 
camp.  Hut  the  approaching  rlimher* 
made  no  sign. 

‘They  lust  plodded  on  dejectedly 
towards  us."  writes  Sir  John  HunL 
“They  did  not  even  wave  a greeting. 
My  heart  sank.  . . . This  must  be 
failure  " 

Then  i!  was  that  one  of  the  five 
raised  his  axe.  pointed  back  to  Ever, 
eat,  and  waved  It  vigorously.  Far 
from  failure,  this  was  IT. 

Say*  Colonel  Hunt:  "Everyone 

was  pouring  out  of  the  tents;  there 
Were  shout*  of  acclamation  and  Joy. 
The  next  moment  I was  with  them; 
handshakes  even,  I blush  to  say. 
hug.*  for  the  triumphant  pair  ” 
Amid  excited  chatter  Ihey  all  went 
inio  the  mess  lent  to  nourish  the  vic- 
tor* and  hear  their  atory.  It  was 
there  The  Time*  correspondent  wrote 
furiously  In  hi*  notebook  and  then 
.•laried  Immediately  on  his  danger 
ous  Journey  to  the  base  camp,  lie 
was  the  only  one  who  realized  there 
might  still  he  a chance  of  presenting 
ihe  conquest  of  Everest  to  Britain 
as  a Coronation  gift. 

Thanks  to  hi*  own  effort*,  the 
chance  became  fact,  and  I am  happy 
_ Id  make  amend  lo  him  by  setting  the 
record  atraighL 


“npHE  w orld.”  Sir  Winston  Churchill 
1 remarked  in  a i^iaracterlatlcally 
Churchlllian  phrase  during  his  s pencil 
at  the  Lord  Mayor's  hanquet  in  the 
City  of  London's  Guildhall.  “the  world 
is  certainly  in  an  awful  muddle  now." 

And  perhaps  “Ihe  awful  muddle” 
would  be  a good  summary  of. the 
agenda  of  next  month's  Three  Power 
meeting  in  Bermuda. 

I should  not,  I suppose,  say 
“agenda."  because  In  the  strict  sense 
of  the  word,  there  i > none.  The  three 
heads  of  government*  and  their 
foreign  ministers  are.  in  the  words 

of  the  official  announcement,  to  dis- 
cuss “matters  of  common  concern  " 
But  that  la  just  a more  formal  way 
of  saying  “the  owful  muddle." 

It  will  be.  I expect,  very  largely  a 
stock  taking  meeting  a joint  appraise- 
ment of  the  world  situation  as  it  ix 
at  this  present  moment,  a considera- 
tion of  the  right  lines  of  policy  to  be 
laken  if  the  muddle  is  not  to  get 
worse,  if  it  1*  p<*v 
sihle  lo  be  cleared 
up  somewhat;  and 
this  Is  certainly 
a n appropriate 
moment  for  such  a 
consultation-  For 
the  “muddle" 
which  Sir  Winston 
had  in  mind  is 
very  largely  the 
“muddle"  of  rela- 
tions between  the  — . 

Communist  a rvl  non  - Communist 
worlds,  and  particularly  between  the 
Soviet  Union  and  the  three  "Western” 
powers, 

* * * 

In  the  spring  of  this  year  the  death 
of  Stalin  raised  hope*  and.  Indeed, 
expectations,  that  the  change  of  lead- 
ership in  the  Soviet  Union  might 
bring  about  a change  of  policy  and 
a change  of  attitude  on  the  part  of 
the  Soviet  Union:  and  that  this  might 
give  opportunity  for  some  easing  nf 
tension  for  what  Sir  Winston,  in  hi* 
speech  In  the  House  of  Common*  on 
May  II,  called  "an  casement  In  our 
relations."  Those  hopes  have  some- 
what faded  in  the  nine  month*  that 
have  passed. 

It  is  clear  that  at  any  rale  in 
Immediate  thing*  the  policy  of  Ihe 
Soviet  Union  has  not  altered  because 
of  Mr.  Malenkov  having  succeeded 
Stalin.  The  Soviet  reply  to  the  Allied 
proposals  for  a conference  to  discipss 
German  and  Austraina  problems  Is 
evidence  of  this;  yet.  hi  the  same  time, 
there  are  many  signs  that  the  Soviet 
government  I*  far  more  concerned 
than  if  wag  with  domestic  problem*, 
that  these  problem*  are  serious,  and 
that  they  may  have  their  effect  on 
Soviet  foreign  policy. 

It  is  a time  for  sober  appraisement, 
for  Ihe  thoughtful  consideration 
whether  there  should  now  be  a new

appioach  to  this  central  problem  of 
relation*  with  the  Communist  coun- 
tries and.  if  so.  what  It  should  be. 

But  there  are  also  arising  out  of 
this  central  problem  others  which 
may  require  not  merely  thoughl  but 
^decision:  If.  regretfully,  the  Three 

Power*  have  to  accept  that  there 
cannot  at  present  be  a Four  Power 
discussion  nf  (German  problems.  Ger- 
man problems  none  the  less  have  to 
be  dealt  with.  Hie  German  Federnl 
Republic  cannot  be  simply  lelt  wait- 
ing indefinitely  for  Ms  freeing  from 
Allied  control  and  Ms  acceptance  a* 
an  equal  and  sovereign  partner  in 
ihe  community  of  West  European 
nations,  specially  because  this  is 
linked  with  the  complete  nrgani/a 
tlon  of  the  European  security  sys- 
tem. based  on  the  North  Atlantic 
Treaty. 

The  question  of  the  Komi  political 
conference,  and  of  all  it*  Implications, 
presses;  and  that  In  turn  link*  with 
other  Far  F^iRiern  problems  rela- 
tion* wilh  Communist  China;  the 
war  In  Indo-Chlna. 

All  these  are  in  a way.  fai-et*  of 
a single  problem  lhal  of  the  easing 
of  tension  between  the  Communist 
and  non  Communist  “camps  " But 
though  this  may  be  in  the  forefront 
p f our  minds,  it  must  not  be  nver- 
, •'looked  that  there  nre  other  feature* 
of  the  “muddle”  which  have  little  or 
no  relevance  to  it. 

* + + * 

There  nrr.  at  the  moment  serious, 
even  dangerous,  tension*  between 
countries  of  the  free  world  which  are 
of  great  concern  to  the  Three  Power*. 
There  1*  tension  between  Italy  and 
Yugoslavia,  tension  between  Israel 
and  Jordan.  These  the  Communist* 
point  lo  gleefully  as  evidence  of  the 
"contradictions  of  capitalism.”  which 
they  confidently  expect  to  bring 
about  ihe  conflict.*  and  “imperialist 
wars."  which  Stalin  prophesied  a*  the 
prelude  to  the  final  victory  of  Com- 
munism. In  fad,  they  have  nothing 
to  do  with  rapitalism  or  socialism  or 
communism.  In  a world  of  free  and 
Independent  nations,  therg  are  tiound 
to  be  clashes  of  Interest  nr  of  emo- 
tional desire  between  countries,  espe. 
dally  between  neighbors 

That  I*  a«  Inevitable  between  free 
nation*  as  between  free  individual*. 
Tlie  problem  of  our  lime.  flr»t  serl- 
niolv  attacked  when  the  League  **f 
Nation*  was  founded,  is  to  devise 
ways  In  width  such  conflict*  can  be 
settled  without  resort  to  armed  fnn-e. 
And  It  is  no  easy  one,  since  In  a free 
world  no  dictatorial  power  can  decide 
and  enforce  a settlement. 

Bui  though  great  powers  can  not 
rte<  ide  and  dictate,  dangerous  ten- 
sions between  free  countries  must 
necessarily  be  very  much  a matter 
of  concern  lo  them  both  because,  a* 
in  the  case  of  Trieste  and  of  Jordan- 
Israel,  they  may  have  direct  commit-
